Reatrictloiis on Flying Into or over certain areas of North East India 

S.O. 3646.—In continuation of the notlflcatlon of the Government of India In the 
Ministry of Transport No, S.O, 3207 dated 13th November, 1903, and In exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (1) of section 0 of the Air¬ 
craft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), the Central Government, being of the opinion that It 
Is In the interest of public safety so to do, hereby orders that for a further period 
of two years with effect from 14th November 1965, no aircraft shall, except xmder 
and in accordance with the terms and conditions, of a special permit Issued by 
the Government of India In the Ministry of Defence, make flights into or over the 
following areas, namely:— 

North East Frontier Agency, Nagaland, the three border sub-dlvlalona of 
Manipur namely, UKHRUt, TENGNOUPAL and CHUHACHANDPUR 
and the Mlzo IRUs district (previously known as Lushal Hills district).
